good, ami possibly, through your influ- 
ence, it mig-hi do them some good, to give 
von an inside glimpse of the harm and 
kws of life, resulting from the "red tape" 
busings, which 
prevents prompt and 


speedy relief to a sick soldier in the hour 
of need.

Fighting in the Trenches, 


HIS OPINION OF THE CUBANS 


An Interesting Account of tlioT-wo Days

has received a. letter from 'her Wothorj 
•Norman T. Jetto, who wai in the recent 
battle at Santiago, Cuba. Mr. Jetto wus 
formedly a resident of t'h-i's city and ia the 
employ of the-Goodrich Transportation- 
company. 
He went to (he front with 


the 1'irst Illinois regiment and was right 
ib the fight. Below id the letter, which 
will be found interesting: 


Sanfci'ago-De Cuba, July 27, 1SS8. 


My Dearest Sistur:—I have just re- 


ceived' your letter of the lltii, and was 
overjoyed 'to hear from you, for in this 
wild land a leuter from home is a. God- 
send. I am in excellent henJUh arid hope 
to continue so. I have had a. short at- 
tack of ifckness, caused by the climate, 
but have fully recovered, and am like a. \ 
Cuban now as far as fear of tlie climate 
is concerned. At present I, ^villi 200 
others, have beeen detached 
from 
the 


First, We ore doing .guard duty up i-u 
the mountains about • fifteen miles from 
Santiago. The 
regi'ment fe stationed 


about two mile; from the-"city. 


I suppose you kuov all about the cap- 


ture of Santiago by this time, so I won't 
waste any paper on that subject. We 
did not do enough fighting to amount to 
anything, but we learned the sound 
of 


Mauser, bullets singing through' the air. 
They sound like 
express trains when 


•they go near you. We are the only Illi- 
nois troop to land on Cuban soil and feel 
a. little swelled on account of it. 
My 


detail is stntioTiSd up among the Juragua 
range of mouataiw. We only go a few 
miles whe'o we reach the laic ' town of 
Sibooey.

Spaniards In Manila Are Demoralized 


by Tliolr Defeat.-' 


In Front of Manila, Aug. 5, via 


Hongkong, Aug. 10.—The 
Spaniards 


are stunned and demoralized by tha 
great victory oJ the Americans on the 
night of July 31. All advantage was 
so clearly on the side of the Spaniards 
that sold-Iers and residents o£ Manila, 
according to reports brought by refu- 
gees, expected nothing 
less than to 


drive the Americans into the sea. Their 
hopas had been buoyed up by the Span- 
ish press of Manila, which had pub- 
lished ly'Ing reports of the woeful con- 
dition of 
the Americans 'and 
their 


weakness In numbers. 
. The Spanish loss was heavy, includ- 
ing several officers. 
The Spaniards' 


plan was to turn the Americans' right 
flank and make a joint attack on the 
front and right, with the Intention of 
killing as many Americans as possible 
and demoralizing the entire force be- 
fore its general advance on Manila. 


The Spanish forces fought doggedly 


to this end, but the steady flre of the 
•American rifles and batteries was ut- 
terly unexpected and caused the Span- 
ish to withdraw into the forts and 
trenches at Malate. This information 
'conies from a foreigner who was an 
eyewitness to the fighting and is entire- 
ly reliable,

•WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—ItMS prob- 


abl'e Porto Rico and llanila' will r«anin 
under a. military government- uatil con- 
gress can act. It is believed the mili-

make suoh rocouimddatiou to the presi- 
dent, in fact it ia pointed out little else 
can be done, for Porto Rico'"and' Maoiia 
logically, are governed for the present by 
tlie war department, n>ad a military eom- 
mandc-r. As to Cuba, it quite (likely, aa 
far as Cho United States authority is ex- 
tender or exerted it will be-through the 
secretary of war and

Cottsidera,U-c<u will 


be given to tie appointment 'of a mili- 
tary commander a.nd many 'of the promi- 
nent conimMiitors in tho army have been 
mentioned. The energies of "the war de- 
partment are now being directed . toward

camps as comfortable as possible, vetiev- 
ing the si'ck, taking cara -of the wounded 
find placing the soldiers in .healthy and 
more pleasant camp? and quarters. Ar- 
rangements will be made- to send larger 
reinforcements to Merritt. 
With the 


troops already at Manilla tm'd those who 
will arrive within very few days, Jlerritfc 
will have 1G.OOO men. 


Tho 7.000 at San Francisco .ave to be 


w-nt a* rapidly as the transports can- be 
obtained. These transports .are now on 
their way from Nagasaki to Sa'n 1'ran- 
cisco. Tho war department cancelled the 
charters to various vessels used for the 
transportation of 
troops. .The govern- 


ment purchased 
thirteen 'vessels and 


chartered fifty. Already the ^charters of 
i-he Laropassn* and Louisiana have been 
cancelled and orders issued 
cancelling 


those ot' the Concho nnd Lonora as soon 
as soon as they arrive fro'in. Santiago. 
Ships wil'l be retained as -long a.s it is 
necessary to transport the troops, but as 
the necessity for rapid movement has 
passed fewer transports will accommo- 
d.ttc the troops to be moved at sea. 


RETURN TO PEACE BASIS. 


With peace proclaimed, all energies of 


the military and navy establishments to- 
diiy were directed into Pacific channels. 
The sudden chnnge from war to peace is 
manifest at the war and navy depart- 
ments. There is no further expectancy 
of dramatic developments oi.ba.ttte or 
new.campaign*. Orders given last night 
for the, immediate cessation of hostilities 
brought all military find 
naval 
move- 


ments, thus to a halt arid there remained 
to brinpr affairs to a. peace basis. In this, 
1-owever, th<- authorities .ire acl-'mjr on 
ihe theory that ihe protocol of yester- 
day is but the first step toward!: pence, 
and that not until final and lasting pence 
is secured could there- be im cnt.ire return 
to pence basis. Tliis is particularly true 
ns 
to the navy department. In that 


branch it 
was expected a. permanent 


peace- would undoubtedly bo mnde, and 
yet, instead of stripping onr warships 
imd re-distributins them into -squadrons 
,,n a pence J>n*is, return i.ng thc-m to lh« 
cHld dhonnela". the naval authorities noted 
on the prinfjple that the present armis- 
iifo might entl in a resumption of hostili- 
iies. 


For that reason, four battleships and 


two armored cruisers were ordered north 
from West Indian waters and are to un- 
dergo a complete overhauling with a 
view of putting them in tlie pink of con- 
dition. For many..months they have 
been rn tropical wn.lers; their' 
bottoms 


are foul and1 their engines and' machinery 
-need careful overhauling. As soon 
as 


they reach New York all the work at the 
aavy yard will be subordinated to push- 
ing 'the complete overhauling of tlie big 
battleships and cruisers. Meanwhile tlie 
smaller warships in the West Indian 
waters have been ordered to safe harbors, 
as the West Indian hurricane season is 
near at hn.nd, while sufficient ships for a 
poiice patrol is left along the Cuban and 
Porto Kican coast. The big unwieldy 
monitors will remain at Porto Ri'co and 
most, of the blockading fleet will center 
at Key West under Commodore Watson. 


The peace protocol wiill give a breath- 


ing speP. and time for the -bringing 
of 


every ship back to a high slate of perfec- 
tion. The complete return to a peace 
basis a.nd establishment of .peace squad- 
rons, etc., is a matter for'the future to 
decide. It is said the American occupa- 
tion of JIa.niia will 
occur irwmediatcij 


after the receipts by Dewey-and Mcrritt 
of the orders so-nt them, last- night. 
This may not be deferred 
by lack of 


cable incHities, as the American occupa- 
tion of Jlanila will probably result in 
opening up n direct cable communication 
between that city and the outside world. 
The only difficulty thus far has been 
that tho cable company would not recog- 
nize the Anwri'cnn control of the cable as 
long ns our forces were not rn possession 
of the city. The orders sent Devey were 
much more specific than those sent to 
the naval commanders. The occupation 
oi Jfaiiila and holding the bay and har- 
bor will involve more important conoid- 
eration than a mere cessation of hotili- 
ties. Diirilng the cnrly hours 
of today 


the war nnd navy departments received 
no acknowledgements from the various 
naval and military commanders, but it 
was presumed orders suspivndkig hostili- 
ties were bring .carried out in all direc- 
tions. 


CUBANS ACCEPT'TERMS.'"

Cuban juntn, that the 


Cuban insurgents will accept Ohe terms 
of the peace protocol belween'ihc United

A .cisp'atch has been received saying 


the. orders issued by ihe navy depart- 
iliL'rii'Jiiu'c reached the naval command- 
ers \£, Manzaoillo. Cuba, where 2gbtiiig 
has 'been going on and tbat hostilities 
then ceased. The president today dis- 
cussod ihe question of ihft disposition of 
troop's, now that ac armisticfc has been, 
proclaimed, the number to be . retained 
and what; regiment to muster out. After 
going over ihe various 
phases 
ot the 


situation 'the president directed then to 
think 'matters over and make recommen- 
dations. The army will probably be re- 
duced,-to'100,000 and all volunteers above 
those required to make up this number 
will"be"niustered out as soon as ihe de-. 
partment can conveniently do so. Tht 
department has ailao considered the mat- 
'ter 'of feeding the Spanish soldiers ia 
Cuba, and Porto Rico, .L found to be in 
want, as they are in1 one sense prisoner* 
of war. 


While the protocol is public, there it 


no obligation on this government in thi* 
regard, yet, in the eau-se of 
humanity, 


neither the Cubans nor Spaniards wdU b» 
allowed to go without food. In the mat- 
ter of-£he Spanish soMicrs, 
however, 


Spain will be expected to reimburse ths 
United States. - The president said today 
that, like all other executive officers of 
the sroveroment, he had idt the strain o.f 
war and he hoped., after settling the nec- 
essary, predominates probably in October 
to be able to take a. short rest.

Tho Teatest error common to farmers I through the combs. 
• 


is in plowing the lund and giving it no 
work till timo to sow the wheat. In- 
stead of doing all the work possible on 
tho land, it appears to be a study as 
to how little can bo done. In the effort 
to curtail labor at first tho amount is 
often increased at seeding time. 


The observing.practical farmer knows 


that wheat does best sown on a fine, 
compact seed bed, yet in most cases the 
plowing is rushed till dona before any 
other work is done oa tho soil. If the 
weather is dry, tho land turns up cloddy, 
nnd the clods are softer right aftor the 
plow than at any othor time without 
ruin. The rain is uncertain, and tho 
clods are erne to get harder as they get 
dr'or; hence the best and sorest time 
to~ fine them is as soon as they are 
made by following right after the plow 
with a rollor and packing the soil,aa 
tightly as possible.

.Whether or not the soil breaks clod-

Teeth are stained in various colors 
among the Malays.
